Copy of the lerspective Plan from 1 October to 31 December 1950 


Activities during the period from 1 October to 31 Decorber 1950 will be 
devotec to the following political tasks: es 


1. The strugcle for peace. The veace movement will be intensified by 
enlisting the cooperation of labor unions and trade unions, women and 
youth orranizations, sports onc cultural associations, relipious and 
similar agencies anc prominent personalities. A1L movements servine the 

nsatotenance of peace will te suprortec, The mystery whrich normally enshroucs 

the birth of war will be esposec anc a carmraion will be Leunched acainst 
rearmanent, activation of a Cerna army, ronilitarization and the rein- 
forcemont of the occupation troons and all of the consequences associated 
therewith. The Land peace committees and the carpairn for collection of 
signatures plodsing support of the Stockholm fpseal will be given the 
stronrest sossible emphasis. - 


2. Defense of cemoerotic rights and liberties, This canpaicn will be 

| cirected srainst the persecution of Germen patriots, suppression of peace 
Cenonstrations, veace-Loving newspapers ond their printing offices, police 
actions concernec with searching party anc orraniszation. offices (sie), robbery 
of navty buildings and offices am against the dismissal of worters, 
orfiee employees and officers in public service on the basis of the 
cirective which, in violation of the constitution, was issued by Vestorn 

3. German authorities. Support will be siven to the defense movenent for 
partisans of peace anc patriots under arrest. The issue of national 
solidarity will be developed to the maximum and aid will be ‘riven to the 
committees for freedom and justice, . 


3. Unity of action anone the working class will be efseted through cooperation 
with opcial-—Democratie, Ghristian,and non-partisan workers in the carmaisn 
for ceYending Cemocratic richts, securing the means of oxistence and render- 
ing resistance against methods of suppression, both foreign anc demastic.
